Sir, 

I have the honour to submit to you the Annual Report on the 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools for the year endino- Decern- 
ber 83.pt , 1918. 

The total number of Schools under inspection at the close of 
the year 1918 was five Reformatories and sixty-four Industrial 
Schools. 

Last year, owing to the conditions caused by the war, 
the Capitation Grant for both Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools was increased by 1/- per week on condition that County 
and^ Borough Councils gave a similar increase. 

There are eight Industrial Schools for young boys, which are 
under the care and management of Nuns. The boys remain 
in these institutions until they reach the age of 10 years, when 
they are transferred to the senior boys’ Schools. 

Ihe work carried out in the junior boys’ Schools is of inestim- 
able value, owing to the special attention given by the Sisters 
to the physical and moral training of the children. It is satis- 
factory also to have to record that, as regards the senior boys’ 
and girls Industrial Schools and the Reformatories, the same 
steady improvement and high standard of efficiency are to be 
noted. With few exceptions the boys and girls in the Reforma- 
tories, through the good offices bestowed on them during the 
critical years of their upbringing, are saved from becoming use- 
less and possibly dangerous to society.

Of the youthful offenders committed last year 91-76 per cent, 
of the boys and 93 -75 per cent, of the girls were illiterate, or 
could only read and write imperfectly. 

Of the 33 boys between 12 and 14 years of age committed, 17 
had not been previously convicted, 12 were convicted once, and 
4 twice. 

Of the 52 boys between 14 and 16 years of age committed. 25 
had not been previously convicted, 17 were convicted once, 8 
twice, 1 three times, and 1 four times. 

Of the 3 girls between 12 and 14 years of age committed. 2 
had not been previously convicted, and 1 was convicted twice. 

Of the 13 girls between 14 and 16 years of age committed, 12 
had not been previously convicted, and 1 was convicted twice.

Of these 123 had died, viz., 53 boys and 70 girls, leaving 1 635 
boys and 1,525 girls to be reported on. 

Of the 1,635 boys — 

1,4/5 or about 90 -2 per cent, were reported to be in 
regular employment. 

58 or about 3-5 per cent, were reported to be in 
/casual employment or not employed. 

22 or about 1-3 per cent, had been convicted.

It is satisfactory to have to record that the number of boys 
convicted remain/ low, and also that there were no convictions 
against girls during the period undei review. 

A large number of the deaths amongst the boys is due to 
casualties while on active service. 

Health. 

The health of the inmates in Industrial Schools was i on the 
whole satisfactory. During the past year 92 children -52 boys an A 
60 girls— died while under order of detention m Industrial Schools- 
In the boys’ schools the number of deaths was 2 more, and 
the girls’ schools 20 more than during the year 1917. The - m 
crease in the number of deaths among the giris ^uUogether 
accounted for by the widespread and virulent outbreak of Infiu 
enza which raged throughout the entire world 

a heavy toll among the populations of every country m «ie 
number of its fatal cases. Considering the large number of gn , 
affected and the high rate of mortality of the disease, the numbe 
of deaths, 17 in all, bears very favourable comparison with those 
recorded among the communities at home and abroad. 1 ta 
to opportunity of congratulating the medical officers managers 
and staffs of the schools that so few cases terminated fatally 
Tuberculosis, in one form or another, still continues to head the 
list as a cause of death among our children. Twentyffwo deaths 
were due to Pulmonary Tuberculosis 7 boys and 
deaths were registered, 3 boys and 6 girls, as cause - , 

cular Meningitis. General Tuberculosis accounted for 5 deaths, 

1 boy and 4 girls, and 5 deaths, 1 boy and 4 girls, were re- 
norted as being caused by Tubercular Peritonitis. 
p The deaths from diseases of the Eespiratory System numbered 
14' 9 boys and 5 girls. Seven deaths, 2 boys and 5 girls were 
due to Heart Disease. Twenty-five deaths, 8 boys and 17 gir s 
were caused by Influenza. Two deaths were recorded as being 
due to 'diseases of the Nervous System and two to diseases of 
the Digestive System and one to Measles If we exclude from 
this list the large number of deaths due to Tuberculosis m all 
its fmms it leaves a total of 51 deaths. And of this number 
the ravages made by the epidemic of Influenza m the latter 
nart of the year under review lay claim to 25 deaths _ No doubt 
the large majority of children committed to Industrial Schools 
come from a class of the people amongst whom 
and “ heredity ” take a leading part m producing a weakened, 
constitution both of mind and body. This class of child, many 
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of whom enter the Schools enfeebled and much deteriorated 
physically and mentally, offers a sure breeding ground for the 
microbeb' of Tuberculosis disease whether in the lungs, brain 
or digestive track. Though Tuberculosis still accounts for more 
than its due share in the number of deaths from all causes, I 
make bold to state that the more widening knowledge and the 
laiger conception of the importance of good housing, healthy 
surroundings and good food that is now being awakened every- 
where in Great Britain and Ireland, will in the near future help 
to eradicate this death-dealing plague from amongst us. I am 
pleased to be in a position of again being able to record the com- 
plete absence of any form of dangerous infectious disease in. the 
schools for the year under review. 

Gases of Granular Ophthalmia and some forms of skin disease 
are very rarely or never met with nowadays in the- schools. 
Whenever a case of the kind arises, it is promptly isolated until 
arrangements are made for removal and treatment in hospital. 
To these preventive and curative measures must be added the 
equally important and. essential general treatment comprising 
good food, good clothing, and good housing, with particular 
attention paid to personal hygiene. 

To these latter essentials the Managers of the schools, when 
made aware of their importance, responded with a zeal and a 
readiness that are now reaping their just reward. 

Industrial Training. 

The Industrial training in all the schools continues to be 
satisfactory. The boys’ schools are all provided with well 
equipped trades shops, and Manual Instruction is given to all. 
In all the boys’ schools the instruction in the different trades 
of boot and shoe making, tailoring, harness-making, smith- 
work and carpentry is carried on with increasing efficiency from 
year to year. 

Ip .most of the boys’ schools the Managers have provided and 
equipped new. trades shops, so that the training and instruction 
given may be made thoroughly useful and at the ■ same time 
interesting. 

Lessons in agriculture and gardening are now regularly taught. 

If the war has taught all of us one thing of more importance 
than any other it is the subject of agriculture. As the main 
industry of this country it is very right and proper that agricul- 
ture should hold a pre-eminently important place in the curricu- 
lum of the schools. I am therefore glad to be in a position to 
state that increased, and whole-hearted support and attention are 
given to . the technical instruction and theoretical and practical 
training in the subject of agriculture and gardening as taught in 
the schools. I am not without hope that the boys who are 
receiving thus early such special facilities in the theory and 
practice of these subjects, will return to the industry of the land 
and give of their best not only for their own good but for the 
good of the country. 
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Domestic Science Training. 

Efforts are generally being made by the Managers of all girls’ 
schools to carry out as thoroughly as possible the special wo 
in the courses of Domestic Science laid down m the syllabus 
This special training of the girls in Domestic Science enables 
them to fill good situations in private families. Numerous apph- 
ca&ns are received by Managers every other day for such giris 
as servants The reports received from ladies who have em 
ploved these girls, either as cook, laundry-maid, nurse, or house- 
maid, are generally of a satisfactory nature. Of course there is

furnished rooms with all the appliances necessary for domestic 
usage so “he girls could be trained to discharge efiectively 
the duties of servants. 


Physicai. Training. 

More account has been taken in the schools of the great im- 
nortance to young boys and girls of the promotion of outdoor 
games ^nd Jhysifal culture.. On the whole, physical rammg 
continues to be well taught m the schools. This is i ev dent m 
their whole appearance in manner, walk, carriage, and bean g. 


Conduct and Discipline. 

The same good order and discipline continue to prevail in the 
schcttls ” hfs is in large part due to the efficiency of a good 
staffof teachers inspired with a love for their work, and con- 
tlolledbv wise, capable and zealous Managers. Punishment, 
severe or light, has now been scarcely resorted to m the case 
Of the inmates of the Reformatory and Indtatari School, 
this is alike creditable to the management and the children. 


Literary Training. 


The literary training continues to be satisfactory. The In- 
spects report very favourably, on the whole regarding the 
literary work carried out in the schools during 
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Parental Contributions. 

The total amount collected in 1917 was £2,952 14s. Id., of which 
£738 8s. r,d. was for Reformatory, and £2,214 5s. 8 d. (including 
£12 Is. 0 d. sent direct to the office) was for Industrial School 
cases. 

The amount collected last year shows an increase of £343 13s, 
id., as. compared with the previous year. In the Reformatory 
collection there is an increase of £81 14s. Id., and in the Indus- 
trial School collection an increase of £261 18s. 9 d.
